Leibling Property

night granted 
the members of the assessment 
district, who would pay the court 
award following condemnation of 
the A. M. Leibling property, an 
indefinite period for negotiation 
attempts after a letter was re­ 
ceived requesting an extension of 
the ttme limit set last week for 
today. 
In spite of councilman Jerry 
Nathanson's admonitions to act 
with caution, and forewarnings 
of financial disaster, no other ac­ 
tion was taken to halt condemna­ 
tion proceedings on the parcel 
located between Indian Avenue 
and Palm Canyon Drive on Tah- 
quitx Road. 
Nathanson said he had tgjked 
to more than one member of the 
30-man district, and gathered that 
if the court awards more than 
the $194,000 indicated by past ap­ 
praisal, they “won t pay for it.” 
Nathanson asserted that if city 
council washes out the district 
now, they would be liable for 
damages, and if the members of 
the district negotiate to return 
the land to Leibling. he will then 
be able to hold the city reapon 
sible for all damages accrued 
since the start of condemnation. 
"The city'» going to be in a 
real bad position from a finan­ 
cial point,” Nathanson told his 
fellow members, pointing out that 
offers have been made to Leib­ 
ling for the land nearly every 
day, and always at a higher fig­ 
ure than the lest. That will be 
his basis for damages, ha con­ 
cluded. 
The request by the members of 
the district which had been atart­ 
ed on a basis of $150.000 esti­ 
mated as a purchase price, made 
no mention of the feelings ex­ 
pounded by Nathanson in their 
request. Their basis for a time 
extension was that Leibling» at­

HOFFMAN SAYS SOVIET RULERS 
HO LONGER PLAN GENERAL WAR 


Speaking 
before 
the 
Palm 
Springs Rotary Club which was 
attended by more than 100 visit­ 
ing member» at the Tennis Club 
yesterday noon. Paul G. Hbff- 
man declared that "world peace 
can be won in this centurj-" if 
America will take the lead in 
combatting the new tactics of the 
Russian leaders. 
The former administrator of the 
Marshall Plan and a Palm Springs 
resident, said that he based his 
opinions on talks hf had with 
world leaders during a visit to 
Europe last year. * 
Hoffman discounted the possi­ 
bility of a revolution inside Rus­ 
sia and said that the Communist 
rulers are no longer thinking in 
terms of a general war. There is 
little chance of a revolution be­ 
cause of Russia’: economic con­ 
dition and police atate. he said, 
and a general war would no long­ 
er serve their purpose. He added 
that there is no present challenge 
to the rule of Krushev and Bui- 
gannin. 
WHAT IS behind the smiles of 
the Russian 
leaders.” 
Hoffman 
asked, "a change of heart or a 
change of tactics'" He gave as 
the answer "a profound change 
in Russian tactics which have 
created a 
new and 
dangerous 
phase of the cold war.” He said 
their tactics were to make “deals” 
and "trade offers" to win more 
nations 
over 
to 
Communism. 
"Their basic tactics." 
Hoffman 
declared, "are to divide and con­ 


quer—to encourAge trouble with­ 
in and between nations.” 
"Will they beat us—not at all," 
said Hoffman, "if we see to it 
that their efforts are combatted." 
He said that America is misun­ 
derstood by the rest of the world 
because the material advantages 
of fhia nation have been over em­ 
phasized. 
"We must let the world know 
that America is great because of 
fu r sound political philosophy— 
because of the opportunity of in­ 
dividual. intellectual and spiritual 
growth,” Hoffman told the Ro- 
tarians. ■ 
STATING THAT no plan was 
worth a cent unless it was based 
on a 5-year-plan. Hoffman called 
for continued 
foreign aid 
pro­ 
viding that it is spent only in the 
Interest of America and placed 
where it will do the most good. 
He called for support of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's foreign policy 
and urged his listeners to write 
their Congressmen about it.

Georges Leygues pounded guerilla 
infested hills near Collo, 200 miles 
east of here and fighter planes 
strafed suspected outlaw hideouts 
while Marines swarmed ashore 
from landing craft. Inland, tough 
Senegalese troops massed to cut 
off th# Arabs' retreat. 
The Collo battle accounted for 
64 of the 111 persons reported 
killed in Algeria yesterday, four 
Frenchmen and at least 80 Arabs.

were slain in a guerrilla ambush 
40 miles east of Constantine, and 
40 other persons were slain in 
scattered clashes. 
French authorities identified on* 
recent victim of Arab banditry as 
an American citizen, identified on­ 
ly as Ben Ali Zendjabil, who waa 
murdered apparently because he 
refused to give money to the Guer­ 
rillas. 
Zendjabil, whose American ad­ 
dress was unavailable in Algiers, 
had been living with his family 
here for abott. a year.

Bitter Behaved 
(Newport Harbor Nows Press) 


Comes now Easter Week in relatively 
calm, simple style. And we are glad to 
see this kind of a visitation of young 
Inlanders. We have checked around and 
from the early comments this year’s 
crowd seems to be milder than of pre­ 
vious years. 
Of course, there are some youngsters 
who run afoul of the law for possession 
of intoxicants and others w ho are picked 
up on petty theft or traffic violation. 
But, by and large, so far it would appear 
we have been favored with a relatively 
good group of teenagers, many with 
their parents or chaperones. 
Balboa Island and Balboa have caught 
the most of the young vacationers. Little 
Balboa Island has reported /ery few 
rentals and consequently, noise is less 
there. But there are considerable num­ 
bers of loud mufflers booming aw ay on 
Park and Marine Avenues night and day, 
posing a traffic control problem for New­ 
port Beach Police Department officers. 
This year, if you can judge from the 


crowds on the streets and sidewalks, the 
boys outnumber the girls, a situation 
the fair sex visitors probably find pleas­ 


ant. 
Merchants pooled to date report that 
business is good with fewer number of 
youngsters than in previous years. Many 
say they are glad to have the higher 
calibre youth now here compared to dis­ 
orderly types they have seen in greater 
numbers previously. 
If the crowd is considerably less than 
in years past the reason can in part be 
attributed to prior years' work in public 
relations. 
Our city officials have at­ 
tempted to educate inland folks to the 
type of area we have here and the way 
we feel about law enforcement. Similar­ 
ly, Newport Beach itself has grown in 
permanent population to the point w here 
not so many rentals are available either 
in the island or in Balboa. This is pro­ 
gress for the city, pointing to our year- 
round growth and bodes well for the fu­ 
ture.

ly of the old Capitol building, but 
of the office routine. 
• 
I came into Congress with two 
advantages: 
ten years in the 
State Legislature (even if the 
facilities offered us then in Sac­ 
ram ento were m eager compared 
those now enjoyed by our Assem­ 
blyman and Senator! and exper­ 
ience in the organization of busi­ 
ness offices. 
A Congressman's 
office is unlike anything in the 
world, and the organization 
of 
the office, and the Congressman's 
time, are problems, 
especially 
to newly elected Representatives. 
There is a delicate balance, 
not always understcod by the 
folks at home. 
When the Re­ 
presentative is new, the pressures 
of committee work are less and 
there is more time for the rout­ 
ine problems of his District, but 
this is balanced off by less ac­ 
quaintance, less influence and a 
lower seniority. As these factors 
rise in value and importance, the 
committee work 
takes an in­ 
creasing amount of the Represent­ 
ative's time and thought. 


THE RESULT, in my obser­ 
vation. 
has been an acquired 
ability to make use of the odd 
moments which, in normal lives, 
are often lost. The few moments 
before the committee convenes, 
or even between witnesses, or 
the time which elapses during a 
roll call, can be used for tele­ 
phone calls, a list which your 
secretary handed you when you 
arrived that morning at the of­ 
fice, together with a list (look­ 
ing something like a timetable) 
of appointments. Committee and 
conference meetings, lunch and 
dinner engagements, fpr the day. 
Five minutes on the ranch or at 
home was usually a matter of 
small consequence; five minutes 
in the day of a Congressman is 
often a m atter of importance to 
ward the 
accomplishment 
of 
something for his District. 
We also develop. I am con­ 
vinced. a sort of sixth sense, not 
only towards what is going on, 
but towards activities on the 
Floor. My staff will acquaint m e 
with some action, or some bill, 
or what someone has said, and 
the chances are fair that I will 
already know about it. 
How? 
I would be hard put to tell you. 
In the cloak room perhaps, or 
around the luncheon table, or be­ 
cause 
the 
Congressman 
has 
trained himself to scan the news 
quickly, or the ticker, or 
just 
because his mind is tuned in. 
like a radio, to that "station." 
particularly 
if 
it 
affects 
his 


District. 
In the same way, I am never 
surprised when inexperienced vis­ 
itors comment on the sm all num­ 
ber of members on the Floor 
during certain parts of a debate. 
They do not realize this part of 
the debate may be relatively un­ 
important: that the House tran­ 
sacts 80 per cent of its business 
in committee rooms, and that if 
the slightest change in the Floor 
situation takes place, there will 
be a quiet influx of Members 
until, within a m atter of minutes, 
the Floor, which seemed empty 
a moment before, has the neces­ 
sary complement 
of 
Members 
there. 
What was it? 
Perhaps 
they 
expected something like that to 
take place; they may have known 
when the debate time expired; 
or the Speaker rapped his gavel 
with unusual force; perhaps a 
voice was raised: 
or in some 
cases the Whip machinery may 
have gone into action, and the 
telephone bells rung in every of­ 
fice of the Whip's party, and 
when a secretary picked up the 
phone, the quick message 
had 
been delivered, "M ember wanted 
on the. Floor,” or the House bells 
may have rung. 


THE BELLS? They ring every- 
whcrcs, in the offices, halls, com­ 
mittee rooms — on one side of 
the Capitol for the House, on the 
other side for the Senators. 1 bell 
for a teller vote; 2 bells for a 
roll call; 3 bells for a quorum 
call, or for a vote required by 
the absence of a quorum: 4 bells 
for adjournment, and 5 bells for 
a formal recess. 
One thing more, to answer a 
question: Whether or not a Re­ 
presentative has an office in the 
District is up to him. 
In a 
closely grouped District, like a 
city one. this has some advan­ 
tages. 
In a widely spread-out 
District, like ours, it is of doubt­ 
ful vaiue. 
There would be no 
place to put one, easily reached 
by all 
the people. 
Over the 
years I have thought it better to 
try and give personal service, 
and to use the money for a com­ 
petent and experienced 
staff, 
working in the Washington office. 
The Congress 
allows 
$900 a 
vear. or $75 per month, for a 
District office. 
The bill is sent 
to the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives and paid direct. 
A Member is entitled to an1 of­ 
fice in a post office or federal 
building, if such room is avail­ 
able. The $900 is in lieu of such 
space 
particularly 
in 
non-city 
districts. 
The Congressman is 
also entitled to an allowance of 
not over $150 each quarter, for 
District expenses. 
The 
space 
allowance has 
been 
in 
effect 
since July 1952 and the money 
allowance for a year less than 
that. 
I claim $150 (or less) for 
expenses in Banning during the 
time 1 am home each fall 
1 
have never claimed 
the office 
allowance.

Behind Nehru's Decision 


WASHINGTON — Two extra­ 
ordinary aspirations are behind 
Prem ier Nehru's decision to cpme 
to the U. S. early this summer. 
The 
Indian 
leader 
accepted 
PresidSht Eisenhower’s invitation 
expressly in the hope of being 
able to persuade him on the fol­ 
lowing m ajor changes in Far 
Eastern policy: 
The Chinese N ationalists to give 
up their strongly-fortified coast­ 
al outposts on Quemoy and M at­ 
su Islands. The U. S. is against 
that. 
Hold elections this year on the 
unification 
of 
South 
Vietnam 
and Red-rnled North Vietnam. 
South Vietnam Is vigorously op­ 
posed to such a ballot tor the 
present, and the U. S. is sup­ 
porting th a t stand. 
This is what the President has 
been told by Secretary of State 
Dulles, who recently had two 
long conferences with Nehru to­ 
taling more than 
six 
hours. 
Dulles gave Ambassador John 
Sherman Cooper credit for pre­ 
vailing on Nehru to come to 
Washington In July. The former 
Kentucky Senator is highly es­ 
teemed throughout India. 
Dulles reported he held out no 
hope to Nehru that the President 
can be won over on these far- 
reaching “missions.” 
But the Indian 
Prem ier was 
not discouraged by this frank 
advice. 
With equal candor he 
argued with Dulles that only by 
such action can the U. S. assure 
peace in Southeast Asia, and 
effectively counter 
Communist 
tactics and propaganda among 
the former colonial peoples of 
this strategic region. 
The SBATO alliance and 
in­ 
creased military aid to Pakistan 
wefe cited by Nehru as "parti­ 
cularly 
glaring 
provocations" 
that he proposes to discuss with 
the President. 


As a militant neutralist. Nehru 
has persistently spurned SEATO, 
although accepting hundreds of 
millions of dollars in economic 
aid from the U. S. 
That is 
now averaging upwards of 450. 
( 000.000 a year. 
Pakistan is a 
m em ber' of SEATO, and gets 
both military and economic aid 
from the U. S. 
NOTE: 
Nehru’s last official 
visit to Washington was In 1949, 
during the Trum an Administra­ 
tion. At that tim e Nehru's sister, 
Madame Pandit, was Ambassa­ 
dor to the U. S. 
Since then she 
« n d her brother have disagreed 
on his neutralist hobnobbing with 
Red China and Russia. 
UNDER SCRUTINY — Cong­ 
ressional leaders reacted quick 
and sharp 
when 
informed 
by 
Secretary Dulles of Nehru’s urg­ 
ing Nationalist withdrawal from 
Quemoy and Matsu Islands 
“It is his contention,” Dulles 
related to the legislative chiefs 
at the White House conference, 
"that the Nationalists' evacua­ 
tion of these coastal strongholds 
will d ear the way, for solution 
of the whole Formosa problem. 
Nehru believes 
that could 
ba 
dealt with far more easily." 
Instantly 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader William Knowland, Calif., 
demanded. 
"W hat position did 
you take; what did you tell him ?" 
"That giving up Matsu 
and 
Quemoy Islands is out of tho 
question at this time," 
replied 
Dulles. 
“ I m ade it clear the 
Nationalists are determined to 
retain these off-shore positions, 
and that we support this policy. 
I further pointed out to Nehiu 
that if the Chinese Communists 
will renounce the use of force in 
the Formosa area, a solution of 
this issue can be worked out. 
But they are refusing to do that, 
and until they* do we are stand­ 
ing firm on our present policy."

The 
State's' attitude is the same on 
pedestrian crosswalk signs. Any 
obstruction on the highway can 
cause 
accidents. 
However, 
the 
county, city or this organization 
can obtain a permit from the State 
after obtaining a bond since the 
permitee will assume the entire 
liability of these crossing signs 
if accidents are caused by the 
signs and a suit emerges. 
“The school crossing sign in the 
crosswalk is not permissable un­ 
less the school is adjacent to the 
highway and is obUinable through 
the same procedure just mention­ 
ed relative to pedestrian signs." 
Moore spoke at length to the 
association on the methods used 
to determine the 
proper speed 
zones for a designated area as 
well as other problems confronting 
his department.

Springs insurance adjusters are 
getting their heads above water 
in the flood of damage claims from 
the windstorm of March 6. 
On the basis of an estimated 
75 per cent of potential claims al­ 
ready in. total storm loss in the 
immediate Village area will be up­ 
wards of 5250.000 on 550 dwellings 
and commercial establishments, 
and 200 automobiles and trailers, 
i Claims paid so far range from 
520 to $10.000 and average from 
$250 to 5500 each. 
Insurance men say both the to­ 
tal and amount of individual 
claims set record highs for Palm 
Springs, for three reasons: 
The storm's power was concen­ 
trated in the expensive Deep Wells 
area, where numerous $30,000 and 
$40.000 homes were damaged. 
Auto claims were unusually high 
for paint and windshield damage 
Repair bids were high because 
damage and repair-demand was 
high, but not high enough to bring 
in outside repairmen. 
“If the storm had been a littl^ 
worse," one insurance adjuster 
said, 
"out-of-town 
competitors 
would have hastened to the Vil­ 
lage in such numbers as to reduce 
the demand and consequently the 
bid prices." 
Adjusters estimate it will be 
another five months before all 
claims are in, processed and paid. 
Insurance oompanies sent in at 
least eight adjusters from other 
regions to care for the peak. Most 
of these have now returned to 
their home jurisdictions.

Mostly Hokum, Says Writer of Motion 


That Presidency is Man-Killing Job 
WASHINGTON Oft—Presidents of 
the Unit'd States earn their sala­ 
ries right enough. But. this man- 
killing job business is mostly 
hokum. 
Only six presidents have died In 
office, three of them by gunshot. 
Another was incapacitated. The 
average age at death is 88 years, 
mighty close to the allotted three 
score and ten. 
More significantly, the survival 
average after leaving the White 
House is 13 years as of now. 
The myth that the White House 
job is a man-killer is founded 
partly on the self-pity of some 
presidents during and after their 
terms of office. The White House 
associates and political pals of 
presidents have done much more 
to sell the idea that the job is 
almost suicidal. 
This is partly true In election 
years when politically allied mem­ 
bers of Congress at any time are 
likely to delay public business by 
telling the House or Senate how 
hard their man in the White House 
must work. 
Your correspondent began ob­ 
serving presidents closely when 
Calvin Coolidge was in (flfiee and 
had a peek or two at Woodrow 
Wilson before that. He has seen 
presidents who were having their 
bad days or weelg. But so do 
golfers, ball players, and even, 
non-political working stiffs, have 
bad days and weeks. And some of 
them die comparatively young. 
FDR didn't look so good toward 
the last, there, but he was full 
of boom clear through his second 
term. Mr. Big was around consid­ 
erably longer than most and ac­ 
cepted a fourth nomination when 
he would have been better advised 
to seek hospital rest. 
Counting the pay, the loose hours 
and fringe benefits, the presidency 
of the United States isn't a bad 
job at all. A good number of self­ 
less patriots have their eyes on 


the White House right now for 
1956 and later. Thera Isn't on* 
among them, including President 
Eisenhower, who would be likely 
to grab for a job that really killed. 
Presidents are not the only pub­ 
lic officials who get to feeling 
sorry for themselves. Members oI 
Congress get the blues, especially 
senators. Sometime», when a sena­ 
tor passes on you would think 
he had been taking all his meals 
at his desk, and sleeping on it, 
to boot, to hear his colleagues 
tell it. 
There hasn't been so much of 
that since Sen. Royal S. Copeland 
departed. Copeland was also a 
medical doctor. It was his custom 
to sound off considerably back in 
the 20 s and 3Q's when a colleague 
died. It always was overwork, al­ 
though in one or two instances It 
easily could have been bootleg 
liquor, over-eating, or, maybe, 
some other over-indulgence. 
Copeland held that it was over­ 
work, however, that killed sena­ 
tors and would put on quite a 
show. He did it over the years and 
held his audience until the day ha 
proposed that the Senate do some­ 
thing about it. Make the working 
conditions better, Copeland said. 
To start. Copeland proposed that 
the wall back of the presiding of­ 
ficer be knocked out. that the Sen­ 
ate chamber be extended through 
the marble room to an outside wall 
of glass. 
"Let the sunlight in upon ua,” 
Copeland pleaded. "Let the aun- 
light in.” 
The late Claude Swanson, senior 
senator from Virginia, arose and 
addressed the chair. He said he 
was for the project, but he wanted 
to ask Copeland one question: 
"How will the senator compel 
the sun to rise or set In the 
north?”

Red Hungary Admits Official Who 
Was Executed in '49 Was Innocent 


VIENNA, Austria KB — Com­ 
munist Hungary admitted today 
that 
form er 
Foreign 
Minister 
Lazio Rajk and four other Red 
leaders 
were 
“innocently 
tried 
and executed" in 194# in one of 
the last of the great Stalin era 
purges 
Rajk, the onetime police boss in 
Hungary who rose to even greater 
prestige as foreign minister in 
1948 was executed in 1949 with 
four other Hungarian Communists 
as a traitor. Until today Hungary 
had held him up as one of its 
worst examples. 
Radio Budapest announced to­ 
day the Supreme Court of the 
Communist nation had re-exam­ 
ined his trial and “rehabilitated" 
him and the other four victims 
of the purge. The Communists 
have used the term to mean re­ 
storing someone's good name. 
The radio quoted a speech by 
Matyas 
Rakosi, the Communist 
boss of Hungary and first secre­ 
tary of the Hungarian Workers 
Communist Party at a party meet­ 
ing at Eger. He admitted they 


had been wrongly tried and exe­ 
cuted as state enemies. 
Rajk was the first major Com­ 
munist leader in a satellite state 
to be “ rehabilitated" since the re­ 
cent Communist P arty Congress 
in Moscow started its campaign 
to downgrade Josef Stalin and to 
repair some of the “ enormous" 
harm he did. 
Rajk 
"confessed" 
during 
his 
trial that he and his companions 
were conspiring with Yugoslavia 
to overthrow the Communist re­ 
gime in Hungary. Rakosi's speech 
broadcast today strongly indicated 
the alleged confession was a for­ 
gery. 
The speech, also published in 
today’s “Szabad Nep,” the central 
organ of the Communist Party of 
Hungary, 
showed 
Hungary was 
falling in line with Russia in con­ 
fessing the errors of Stalin's “cult 
of personality."
